Is the late debate in the House of Commons 
on the China question, Mr. Liddell, a private 
member but a supporter of the present govern- 
ment, inadvertently, as seems to us, sounded 
the true note of our policy with China. If, he 
said, the central Government at Peking fail to 
grant us the redress we seek it will then be time 
to wlopt a different course of policy and take 
other measures. Whether the honourable mem- 
ber intended this as a threat to be conveyed 
to Peking by the peripatetic Ambassador, -or 
whether in the innocence of his heart he looked 
npon the reference of a dispute to Peking as a 
Ivan new invention hatched in the fertile brains 
of Mr. Burlingame and Lord Clavendon, we are 
of course not called on to know. The fact of 
the words having been uttered would seem, in any 
case, to point to the conclusion that not only 
Mr. Liddell, but the greater portion of his hearers 
were equally ignorant of the course of events in 
China jan ignorance which, however, in the fice 
of the voluminous and readily accessible litera- 
ture on the subject marks no excess of wisdom 
on the part of our modern lesislators. Ina 
different light, however, from Mr. Liddell’s re- 
marks, which contained a grain of statesmanship 
thouxh sadly marred by virtue of ay “ if,” which 
five minutes study would have rendered needless, 
we must place the utterances of Mr. Otway, 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs. We re- 
member when Mr. Layard, whose achievements 
the new Under-Secretary seems desirous of 
imitating, was in office, that news of the cap- 
ture of Soochow by Le Footai and Lieut. Col. 
Gordon and of the events subsequent thereto arriv- 
ed in Enwland. ‘Yo a question-put by av honour- 
able member, Mr. Layard replied that as yet he 
had received no official report, bat that the 
general commanding the forces in China had 
Jeft Shanghai for Hongkong to enquire into the 
circumstances. It could be only some such hap-ha- 
zard disposition andan equally implicit faith inthe 
ignorance of his hearers, which induced Mr. 
Tayard’s successor to make the assertion that 
the ontrayes complained of at Formosa, Yang- 
chow and elsewhere had uever been made the 
subject of reference to Peking; und that on all 
‘occasions when representations had been made 
in that quarterSir Rutherford Aleock had “ inva- 
rinbly obtained redress or promise of redress.” It 
seems strange that a statement, which a quarter 
of an hour spent in reference to any blue book on 
China would have shown to be unfounded, should 
have passed unchallenge:l in the House of Com- 
mons, and should have been reiterated by the 
Times and other papers.as an undeniable fact. 
Tt is unpleasant to have to necuse oue of Her 
Majesty's Ministers of misrepresentation ; yet, 
unless we charge him with unpardonable ignor- 
ance, this isthe only alternative. Neither supposi- 
tion is very creditable toa Ministry which has 
taken on itself by its own profession to act the 





































































part of the poor wise man who by his wisdom 
delivered the State. If the ignorance of China 
affirs displayed-any Iw index of the conduet of 
other and more imperative national business, 
we can readily understand the causes which 
have been at work in producing the state of 
affairs shadowed out by recent intelligence from 
Europe. 

Mr. Burlingame, whether rightly or wrongly, 
took credit to himself for having been the chief 
actor in the initiation of the so culled “ Co-oper- 
ative Policy,” so well known in connection 
with the late Sir Frederick Bruce. It need 
scarcely be recalled to the recollection of our 
readers that one of the principal rules of this 
so cailed policy was just such u reference of dis- 
puted matters to Peking as is now put forward 
as a new invention, and that all difficulties were 
there to be settied by the concerted influence of 
the foreign Ministers on the ‘I'sung-li Yamén. 
How ineffectual this method of obtaining redress 
proved, we can learn from a perusal of the 
papers, as well as from the re-iterated complaints 
of the Chambers of Commerce. Were instances 
needed, we have only to refer to the Nanzing 
silk squeezes, the stoppage of the bean trade, the 
salt exactions at Hankow, and this very For- 
tw ysacdifficulty which has been in the hands of 
tae British Minister at Peking for the last four 
years. None of those questions, as is well known, 
were settled at. Peking ; some of them are still 
open, and the only two which were satisfactorily 
arranged were the bean cake restrictions, re- 
moved after a personal interview with Tséng 
Kwo-fan at Nanking, and the camphor imono- 
poly, temporarily at least suspended, afer the 
energetic action of Lieutenant Gurdon at An- 
ping. Whether the conduct of that officer is 
entitled to our full approval or not makes little 
difference in the result ; without at least a dis- 
play of force and a determination to sy it if

monopoly in that island. Ie xt, last proceeds 
on a tour, and amongst other places visits Foo- 
chow, where he has an interview with the Viceroy ; 
even with that functionary, he finds he caa do 
little to improve the state of affairs. He sends 
down a consul, whom the Tuoutai in charge of 
the island at first refuses to recognise, and it i: 
only when a larger man of war, then has previ- 
onsly visited the port, comes tounclror there that 
this first preliminary is acceded to. Matters 
get worse, and varions foreigners are not 
only impeded in their business, but’ are ac- 
tually assaulted and their lives threatened, 
Report of these facts are duly communicated to 
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Peking and are by the British Minister made 
the subject of complaint at Peking; still nothing 
is done, the imperturable Ministers take their 
seats in the Tsungli Yamén and day after day 
listen to complaints. If they say anything it 
is probably that orders have heen sent down to 
harmonize affairs and that doubtless somethin; 
will soon be dene. Que day succeeds another, 
weeks grow into months and meanwhile affairs 
are getting worse. At first, trade was interfered 
with, then attacks were made on property ; final- 
ly, the personal safety of the residents is endan- 
gered. It hus become evident that the Minister 
hasbut three courses. The first is quietly to retire, 
and leave the Chinese masters of the situation 
as well as offering the bad example of great 
Britain. being bullied out of a right granted by 
treaty; the second is to take the course which 
has n adopted ; and the third is to attempt to 
carry out the new policy. As everything has been 
done to obtain from the Peking Government a 
settlement so far as persuasion and an appeal to 
treaties goes, nothing now remains but to exer- 
i cise pressure. Unfortunately the “inevitable 
gn boat” cannot proceed to Peking and this is 
known in the Tsungli Yamén; in place of mere 
promises to have the wishes of the Minister 
carried out, he now meets with appeals to his 
sense of justice. “ What, attemptto punish thepeo- 
ple at Peking for the faults of a petty man- 
darin at Formosa!” An appeal to the Jaw of 
nations as evolveil by Chinese ingenuity from the 
translations of Wheaton’s International Law is 
of course the next move. Should,-however, the 
4 Minister really resolve to carry out his threat 
There is no 

































| shame of acknowleding its own helpless position 
left. with the miserable faction at Peking; so 
| * the plea of inability to restrain is put forward. 


“We cannot force our officers to obey our com- 
mands; if you attack us we must succumb, we 
vill xign any document you choose to place be- 
fore’ us, but if we do we must resign. our posi- 
tion; tocompel us to use force is to displice the 
government and to give the country up to an- 
atehy,—are yon prepared to go this length?” 
‘We do not know what would be the opinion 
of the present British ministry on this subject. 
Jt may be indeed an open question whether in 
the shstract no government would not be better 
fer China than the present decrepit system of 
nontadministation, still the responsibility we 
hve sketched would in the present phase of 
Au istic polities be a grave one. Are we prejin- 
ret! to assume it? If not, we can see no other 
avethod than the one we have hitherto followed, 
of making no demand inconsistent with justice 
or repugnant to the treaties, and of insisting at 
the spot that our rights be literally respected. 

















We have most of us heard the story of the man 
accused of sheepstealing who escaped punish. 
ment on the score of insanity, his legal adviser 
having suggested to him to reply baa, baa 
never spoken to ;and how the legal adviser 
himself fell a victim to the same device, when 
after the acquital he applied for his fees, ba-a, 
Just being still the Janguage of his client. Some- 
of the same sort seems, if recent reports 
n, to be happening at the Celestial capital. 
We have for some time refrained from comment 









on our friend Mr Robert Hart, as with the ex- % 
ception of some playful eccentricities in the dis- 

posal of certain glass beads, and other equally 
valuable gifts amongst his children in the Cus- 

toms’ Service, that gentleman seems lately to 

¢ been leading a quiet life. Rumour, how- 

ever, hints that this inactivity on the part of 

the ‘ever restless Iuspector General’ is not 
altogether of his own seeking, and that his 
visits to the Tsung-li Yamen, where his ad- 

vice used to be listened to with attention 

if not put into practice, are becoming, like 
angel's few and far between. In fach thet 

that pet offspring of his fertile imagination, 

the Burlingame mission has been but too 
successful, and that Prince Kung, who a 

few years ago desired nothing so much as 

a hundred Harts to secure his power, now 

cries baa, baa to the only one left. Had 

Mr. Hart's conduct towards his superiors been 
marked by loyalty, or had his treatment of his j 
sub-employés been regulated by any other feel- 
ing than that of caprice, we could have sympa- 
thised with him in his present fallen state. 
However we differed from him in questions of 
state policy, and however we deprecated his in- 
terference in political mutters, we would readily 
have forgiven a man of genius, whose position 
contact with the*Hteads of the central govern- ’ 
ent tempted him to aspire to greater things 

than being « mere Inspector over a depirtment. 
Weconld moreover afford to remember that how- 

ever selfish had been his objects, he had to a cer- 

tain extent been the advocate of the introduction 

into China of improved appliances and means 

of communication. When we have said this 

we have, we believe, stated all that can be said 

in his favour, and while we cannot but look 

upon Mr. Hart's present state of insolation as 

being to a great extent the result of the anti- : 
progressive tendency of the present party in po- 

wer, we must consider it as mainly brought 
about by his own incessant meddling in mat- 

ters beyond the legitimate scope of his office.

Luiz Ortega, a Poravian, when ata port in China, 
contracted with John Smith, a British subject resident 
there, ta deliver to hint 50 tous of guano in considera- 
tion of a payment of the sum of $1,000, to be made a 
creditor of his resident in Prance ; the $,1000 bas been 
remitted and received ; the time for delivery has ex- 
pired, but the guauo has not been delivered. Guano 
to a larger amount is storel at the port in the godowna 
of Ezra Sinunous, an American citizen. Luiz has left 
the port, is travelling in central Asia, and was last 
heart of in Bokhara. | Ezra Simmons does not feel jus~ 
tified in allowing the Englishman to enter his godowna 
and help himself, although, personal security is tender- 
ed, John Smith being notoriously on the verge of 
bankruptcy. What is John Smith todo? Ue appeals 
tohis consul, and is told his course is to proceed 
against Luiz Ortega, and that be has the right of bring- 
ang his suit cither in foro domicilii, in foro rei site or 
in foro contractus. "The first is evidently impossible, 
there is no means of getting to Bokhara, it is doubtful 
if Luiz would be found there if followed, and having 
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heen a wanderer from his birth and possessing no pro- 
perty any where, and sino the contract outlawed in 
Peru, it is doubtful whether he can be considered to 
possess any domicile beyond the place whore tem- 
porarily he happens to be. ‘The question then arises 
what is the forum rei site? ‘The yous are at the port 
in China in the godowns of an American citizen, and 
John Smith appeals therefore to the American consul 
to issue a writ of foreign attachment, but the 
American consul is of opinion that although American 
Jaw for the protection of its own citizens will allow 
absent foreigners to be sued in its courts and will pro- 
ceed to the attachment of their property within its 
reach, that there is no precedent for the extraordinary 
right being exercised in behalf of foreigners. 2. That 
as John Smith could not obtain the attachment of the 
oods through his own congnl had they been in an

[We think there can be little difficulty in giving an 
nswer to the case submitted by oar correspondent, as 
lies in a nutshell. The goods, it appears, which 
Smith is anxious to render responsible for the debt in- 
curred by Ortega, a Pernvian subject, being in the 
possession of a citizen of the United States, all applica- 
tions in respect of these must be made to the Consular 
* Couirt of the United States. But, as it is a principle 
English as well as of American law that the Court 
an attachment must have an origiual jurisdic. 
tion over the cause of action, as well as over the i 
dividual, it follows that, as the cause of action 
Ortega could only have been brought in a Peruvian 
Court or (in default of there being one) before the local 
authorities, the United States Consul could not issue 
the attachment. Smith, therefore, is without remedy 
in the United States Court.—Zu. 8. C. & C. Gazette.}

It ap- 
pears that the plaintiff in hischaracter of ink has 
detaiped and claims n lien on the defendant’s Inggage 
and on certain articles of property belonging to the- 
defendant. in his, the pian: possession. No au- 
thority has been cited showing that an order 
to hold to Mail has ever been granted either 
where a plaintiff in the position of an innkeeper, 
or of an artificer who has done work on yools contiled 
to him, has exercised the privilege conferred on them 
at cominon law of retaining the effects by way of lien 
or security. In the ease of Hopkins V. Vaughan, 12 
East, 399, the Court adverted to the hardship of hold- 
ing a party to bail for the value of goods sold by one 
who at the same time retained the security of the 
sume goods own hands. It appears to me that 
it is immaterial whether the goods retained were the 
same goods or others. ‘The greatest caution mast 
Le exercised in ‘ing orders to hold to bail; i 
parable injury may be done to an individual by 
too realy acquiescence in such applications, and [ can- 
not conceive that when the law abolished the arrest of 
persons on mesne process they intended or contemplated. 
Etecompassing ofthe sameobject by aside wind, Nothing 
is go easy as to procure an atlidavit to hold to bail, but 
T think the question of granting orders should not be 
extended, but on the contrary rather restricted, and 
when a plaintiff is found to have put in force another 
remedy which the law gives to hitn however, insutfi- 
cient it may ultimately prove to satisfy his claim which 
his peculiar position, or the nature of his occupation 
enables him to avail hinwelf of, he cannot come and 
ask a court foran exercise of extraordinary facilities.

At first, members we're ouly admit- 
ted on the proposition of a shareholder ; by und 
bye the shareholders got vexed at the * position 
taken up by the members, and. they, of course, 
soon fond that it was with great difficulty. the 
Club could be carried on without -one word of 
consultion with the members, and ithad ultimate- 
ly to be closed.

$50, and the rent of rooms raised to $25, the 
char rge, he thought, would still be moderate, and 
the iucrease to the income would be sutiicient 
to pay off these debts in one year, 

Mr. Eusss remarked, in reply to Mr. Kins- 
mill, that the shareholders had offered to rent 
the Club to the members, but they one and all 
refused to have anything to do with it.

SAILORS’ HOME. 

A meeting of the Committee of the Sailors’ Home 
was helilon the 7th instant at the Home. Present : 
W. Medhurst, Esq., 4. Mf. Consul, in the Chair, Sir

‘The principal business before the meeting was the pas: 
sing of the accounts, a few of the items of which elici- 
ed some discussion. The relief of seamen who were des- 
titute and had no place of abode, 33 in number, proved 
to have in most instances paid for expenses incurred 
by the Home in relieving them out of the advances 
they got on shipment. ‘The Superintendent (Mr. Kelly) 
stated that if he did not take them in they had no 
alternative but to starve in the streets; it was also 
a matter of policy, he thought, to do so, for being 
destitute on the streets they grapsed at any offer 
male to them to ship, and thus injured the prospects of 
the inmates of the Home, moreover in most cases of this 
kind their advances covered their liabilities. The cashing 
of advance notes was then considered, the Secretary 
thinking that there ought to be uniformity in the 
practice, and that the Superintendent should cash 
the notes of thoso indebted to the Home on ship- 
ment as well as those who had balances. It was not 
fair for the Home to lose the advances of those men, 
who deserted. He thought that all notes should be cash- 
ed by either the Superintendent or the Home and 
charged for as heretofore. Sir E. Hornby also felt 
opposed to the practice, on the ground that it entailed 
great responsibility on whoever cashed the notes, but 
uo change was resolved on. In reply to the Chair- 
man, why $1,000 were not deposited as security with 
the Consul and monthly accounts furnished according . 
tothe printed agreement, the Suprintendent said these. 
were verbal moditications sanctioned by Me. Win- 
chester. The item for butter was also discussed, 
as the accounts showed a large ‘cousumption; some of 
the members thinking that the established tariff 
should cover all expenses. After passing a resolu- 
tion authorising Mr. Kelly to pay the compradorer 
the increased price of 3 5 cts. instead of 33 cts. pe 
head and sanctioning « small increase to the steward’s 
salary the accounts wore passed.

Attention in Shanghai has been almost entirely con- 
centrated on the opening of the markets for new sea- 
son’s Tea and Silk. We refer our readers to our Com- 
mercial Summary.

position Company in San Francisco, is to be sent over 
here at once, to take her place in alternate trips with 
the Ye and Costa Ricw ; 80 we shall, after her 
arrival, have a regular communication with Yokohama, 
vin Nagasaki and the ports of the Inland Sea, three 
times a month.

ce and armed themselves, On this, the mandarins an- 
nounced to them that since they had chosen to take 
the law into their own hands, they must not look for 
protection from the authorities, who thereupon wash- 
ed their hands of the business, On hearing this the 
Christians disarmed, and again threw themselves on 
the protection of the mandarins, but the latter, only 
desirous of embarrassing the Christians, would take 
no further notice of the affair, and indeed were si 

ed to be the real instigators of the whole busines: 
Buthowerer that may be, the house which was used 
asaChurch, and in which many of the Christi: 
were, was attacked by night by their enemies and 
burnt, Thirty-nine bodies were got out of the ruins, 
that of M. Rigault (?) being found without head or 
limbs, This was in January last, since which time, 
the feud has raged with little intermission, and with 
considerable slaughter on both sides. The .Taoutai of 
Chunkin; sent to the scene, which is ten day's 
joumey from Chunking, by the city of Fu, and up the 
river Keen-keang or Kungtan, but he had returned 
without having done anything apparently, and another 
massacre of fifly Christiane—cor & hght tn which. f 
were killed—had taken place since the Taoutai’s visit.

Sir,—I have received your despatches of the 12th 
and 28th of October, and with reference to those parts 
of them which relate to the measure which the British 
residents at Canton are taking for their defence against 
attacks by the Chinese mob, 1 have to state to. you 
that I do not think it advisable to discourage the 
British residents from forming themselves into an 
armed association for their common and mutual de- 
fence against such attacks. On the contrary, it seems 
to me that such a measure is wise and expedient, as it 
Appears certain that in the present state of things at 
Canton the only effectual restraint upon the violence 
of the mob imust be found in their conviction that the 
foreigners are able ani prepare to make aggressors 
learly in their persons tor any attempted attack, 
T consider that Mr. Consul Macgregor proceeds on 
an entirely erroneous principle in thinking that organ- 
ization for defence is dangerous by tending to irritate 
the mob. The fo ers should of course abstain from 
any act of aggression or provocation towards the Chi- 
nese,ibut they are much more likely to be attacked if 
they are unable to defend themselves, than if they are 
prepared: to-resist aygression. ‘There is no greater in- 
centive to outraze on the part of the turbulent and 
lawless, than a belief that the persons whuin they 
would like to insult or to plunder, may be assailed 

with success, aud plundered with impunity.

HONGKONG A FEMALE SLAVE MART. 

(Hongkong Daily Pres.) 
__ A. crvino evil existing in this Colony calls for serious 
investigation. A large number of the female emigrants 
who ate sent off to San Francisco, and whose arrival 
bas, according to the American papers, caused so much 
annoyance in that city, are forced away against their 
will. As the stately Pacific steamer moves out of thia 
harbour, bound for a country whose watchword is Li- 
berty, she too frequently carries away from their n, 
tive land, many of the most wretched and most pitia- 
ble of slaves, “Young girls, kidnapped up the country, 
fiasin Unie jropretion sueng tha woken wae ce 
sent over to San Francisco, to be consigned to a life of 
prostitution. Such a power of coercion is brought to 
bear upon them, that in the majority of cases, they 
fear to take any ‘steps to free themselves from their 
miserable lot; though many times, while awaiting their 
departure in ‘Hongkong, they have resolved to escape 
from a life of degradation and shame by a self inflicted. 
and early deat 

‘These. luckless girls are enticed away from the 
country by the wiles of wretched hags, who contrive 
to smuggle them off. ‘The favorite plan appears to bo 
to get them away from the temples, to which, for the 
most part, they go protected ouly by one of the servants 
in the house to which they belong. ‘This individual is 
bribed, and the heartless capture effected. Arrived in 
Hongkong, the unlucky girls discover after a short time, 
how they have heen entrapped ; but they bave not any 
idea of how to free themselves. ‘They are intimidated 
from complaining to their neighbours, and donot know 
that they can obtain protection by complaining to the 
Police or to the Magistrates. ‘Thus, after a short time, 
they are shipped off, and it scems no one is able to pre- 
vent the perpetration, in a British Colony, of one of 
the most awful crimes that it is possible to conceive, 

It is surely time that some steps were taken to in- 
vestigate this matter to the bottum. So far as is 
known, it appears that the emigrants on board tho 
Pacific steamers always say thatthey leave of their 
own free will. But it is beyond a doubt, that in many 
instances, this is not the case. It is clear, therefore, 
that this statement‘can only be made under much 
coercion, and that there must be some kind of organis- 
ed system at work among the Chineso, which assists 
the intimidation of the victims. 

‘The matter is one which calls at least for active in- 
vestigation, If nothing can be done to prevent it, let 
it bo known that ‘such is the cage, eo that it may not 
appese that the Colony has willingly allowed such an 
abuse to goon, without making every possible effort 
to suppress it. It has been suggested that some good, 
be done by the issue of a proclamation, 
distinctly stating the nature of the Law, and urging 
upon any girls who have beon surreptitiously brought 
to the Colony, to bring the matter before the autho- 
ities without delay. Although it may perhaps be 
doubted whether this step would thoroughly mect the 
matter, it might, at all events, be tried as a prelimin- 
ary measure, which would do no harm. In the mean- 
time, the subject could be thoroughly investigated, 
and some steps taken to check the abuse, by takin; 
precautions, before the female passengers are allowed, 
to emigrate, to ascertain, beyond a question, that they 
go entirely of their own free will: 





























MR. H. N. LAY’S VISIT TO CHINA. 
‘(Hongkong Daily Press.) 
The northern papers state that Mr. Horatio Nelson 
Lay, who arrived out irom England by the lait mail ~ 
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abont to proceed, or has already proceeded, 

If such be the case, vill appear that his 
visit to China is not, as was imagined, merely of a pri: 
vate nature ; but that there is every ‘probability that 
it has also a political bearing, and is in some way con- 
nected with the consideration of Chinese affairs that is 
going on at home. The circumstance is one of very 
xreat significance at the present time. If will be re- 
collected that, not very Jong ago, this gentleman ad- 
dressed to the Times a letter, cal) pointed attention 
to the state of China, and express. 
ing his full belief that the Chinese Government had 
deliberately set on foot a system of opposition to 
foreigners. Since that letter appeared, circuinstances 
have arisen which have goue strongly to contirm the 
opinion expressed by the ex-Inspector of Maritime 
Customs, and it appears also that considerable weight 
ix being ‘attached to it by some people in influential 
positions at home. Coupled with the questious asked

No dou'st before very long something more definite 
will come out on this subject, bu: the meantime, of 
course, only speculation can be indulged in ; as what- 
ever it may be that has induced this unexpected visit 
Mr. Lay, it is not likely that at least at present he 
will think it desirable to divulge it. 

Assuming, however, that bis advent has something 
do with political matters, the difficulty seems to be 
understand for whom he. is acting. The Chinese 
Government, it is hardly likely, would think of rein- 
stating him at the present moment ; and, according to 
his own statement to the papers, the British Govern- 
ment havedeclared their intention of not doing so. 
This circumstance might not, however, preclude a re- 
versal of the decision at a subsequent date ; and it 
cannot, therefore, be assumed as altogether impossible 
that Mr. Lay may have been sent out to obtain in- 
formation, of which the Home Authorities must be 
sadly in want, to judge from what has been given out 
Dy them whenever the China question has been touch- 
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ed_upon. 
There is one other supposition that is not without 
the bounds of possibility, namely, that Mr. Lay may 





be seckiug information for independent persons, who 
in conjunction with himself, are devoting their atten- 
tion to China affairs, and that his a ut to China has 
some connection with the agitation in Parliament, of 
which the last mail brought out intelligence. It may 
at least be sincerely hoped that this is tie case, as the 
opinion of so experienced an authority upon China 
niatters after havinz been recently in the place, would 
it may be surely boped com the ear of the public. 
However this may be, there is every reason to look for 
good from Mr. Lay's arrival. His intimate acquain- 
tance with the language and the affairs of China, must 
enable him to acquire true information, and to do 
something at least towards counteracting the extra- 
ordinary misrepresentations that at present, both offi- 
cially and non-officially, find their way home. On the 
other hand, it is interesting to speculate what will be 
the ideas of the Chinese officials at Peking, when they 
hear that their old friend of the Anglo-Chinese Fleet 
scheme has returned to Peking. ‘They will be tolerably 
sure that he has not come for the simple purpose of 
amusement, and the feeling that from one source or 
another Chinese matters are being very carefully 
watched, will, it may be hoped. make them cautious 
how they attempt further to dec od mislead the 
Home Government upon the nature of affairs.

6.2.0, at present in no demand, Some im- 
provement however is anticipated on the Teamen obtain 
ing payment for the first of the New Seasons Teas offered 
by them here; In Tin Plates a speculative demand has 
ensued causing the price to advance from Tis. 4.7.5 aTls, 
5.2.5 per box for Inrge size. Owing to the limited 
supplies on the way a yet further rise is not improbable. 

On the whole business certainly wears at the moment a 
avery gloomy aspect, however it only requires news of 
improvement in the Northern Markets to entirely revere 
the present state of things, when an active Trade will 
compensate for the previous long stagnation. 

‘TeAa.—During the past few days musters of the New 
Congous have been coming in freely, but, owing to the un- 
favorable nature of home advices, the unprecedentedly large 
businessilone at Hankow and the general inferiority of 
the teas on offer, they have heen almost neglected. Yes- 
terday, however, the market was opened by the settlement 
of two chops at Tuels 26 per picul, but little or no inelina-~ 
tion is displayed on the part of buyers to follow on the 
same terms, and a decline must take place before a large 
business will he done. The quality of the greater portion 
of the teas on offer is very poor, both in leaf and liquor. 
The stock of new tea in Shanghai is variously estimate d 
as from 50,000 to 70,000 chests. 

The first small musters of the New Pingsuey Green 
Teas have been shewn, but it is impossible to form an 
opinion of the crop from them. They are said to cost 
high prices in the country. 

From Hankow our latest advices are dated Sth inst. 
Prices for the lower grales of Congous had slightly de- 
clined, but the few chops of reully fine were held for long 
prices. Total settlements to date were 168 chops or 110,300 
chests and the stock about 53,000 chests. 

‘The £rl King, str., left Woosung for Lopdon on tho 
morning of the 20th, after having been ashore on tho 
North Bank. The Foriard Ho! sailed from Shanghai 
the same day. The Agamennon and Huntly Castle are 
daily, expected down, and the Titania will leave early next 
week. . ‘ 

‘SILK.—The market for New Silk'was opened’ on the 9th 
inst. by the purchase of a few bales of Red Peac ocks at 
Tis. 440, a price which leaves a loss of Tls. 20 a Tis. 25 per 
pecul to the Chinese dealers, and as cost in the interior are 
by latest advices quite unchanged supplies may possibly 
be retanded for a few days. The brokers, however, speak 
confidently of considerably lower prices in a° week or two. 
The latest London telegrams (18th May) report a fair de- 
mand for China silk, but at prices so low as to shew a loss 
on our present currency. The new Keashing Taysaams are 
being sparingly bought in} the country on a basis at Tls. 
420 for No. 2. A few bales of Laeyungs have arrived, but 
they are held for Tls. 360 per pecul. ‘The M. I. Str. car- 
ries 128 bales silk, comprising a few old Rereels—and new 
Teatlees at Tis. 400 a Tis. 480.—Red Peacocks at Tis. 440 a 
Tis. 450, and No. 2 Hanicens at Tis. 480.
